At 8-Week Low 


SAIGON 
(AP)—The number 
of Americans killed in action in 
Vietnam last week was the low­ 
est in eight weeks, the U.S. Com­ 
mand announced today. South 
Vietnamese and enemy casual­ 
ties also dropped, reflecting the 
current lull in ground action. 
The weekly casualty report 
said 177 Americans died in com­ 
bat during the seven-day period 
ending at midnight Saturday. 
This was the lowest num ber of 
Americans killed since 159 died 
in the week ending Aug. 17. In 
the week ending Oct. 5„ 190 
Americans were killed in action.

Ignace Tuesday and completes 
its tour Friday, Oct. 18. with a 
formal hearing for residents of 
the entire Upper Peninsula in 
the Huron Room of the Nor­ 
thern Michigan University Cen­ 
ter at Marquette. The hearing 
is scheduled for ll a.m., Mar­ 
quette time. 
Ken Dorman, secretarv-m aln­ 
ager of the 
Upper 
Michigan 
Tourist Association, who made 
arrangements for the fact-find­ 
ing tour, said all officials and 
civic leaders 
of the 
western 
counties of the Upper Peninsu­ 
la have been invited to attend 
the Marquette meeting to pre­

Scenic Highways 
There is insufficient time for 
the committee to cover the en­ 
tire Peninsula, Dorman said, 
and the Marquette meeting has 
been arranged for the western 
counties to make known their 
views to the special legislative 
committee, which is headed by 
State Senator Thomas Schwei- 
gert of Petoskey.

Escanaba Postmaster James

The rate increase will aver­ 
age 10.5 per cent and in most 
cases will mean an additional 
IO cents per parcel.

Under the new rates the 
minimum charge for local par­ 
cel delivery will go from 40 to 
50 cents.

Almost all parcels that are 
charged up to $1.10 under pre­ 
sent rates will go up IO cents. 
There will be a 15-cent hike 
on most parcels now charged 
between $1.10 and $4, and a 20- 
cent increase on parcels now 
charged over $4. 
Higher rates for the delivery 
of packages and catalogs are 
required to bring revenue from 
this type of mail within four 
per cent of operating costs, as 
required by law. The higher 
rates are designed to put parcels 
and catalogs, which are fourth- 
class mail, on a break-even 
basis. 
Additional revenue is needed 
from parcel post and catalogs 
to off-set higher costs result­ 
ing from pay increases approv­ 
ed last year for postal employes.

Our Lake States logging to produce wood for 
our paper mills, sawmills, veneer mills and other 
converting facilities has always been disorgan­ 
ized, hazardous, unstable and marginal. Profits 
have been erratic and business failures have 
been frequent; unemployment and underemploy­ 
ment are chronic and the industry’ operates un­ 
der a continuing problem of wood surplus.

The efficiency which the paper industry has 
been able to achieve in the paper mill has not 
been achieved in the woods where the timber is 
harvested. The forest still is the realm of the 
little independent operator and he is under great 
pressures to cut his costs and compete with 
wood suppliers in other areas. (Most Upper Pen­ 
insula pulpwood goes to Wisconsin and it is buy­ 
ing increasing amounts of processed pulp from 
Southern and Western mills rather than make 
it themselves because the Wisconsin mills can­ 
not make it as cheaply as more modern mills 
using industrial wood wastes.) 
One of the big items in the cost squeeze on 
loggers in the Upper Peninsula is workmen’s 
accident compensation insurance. If U. P. log­ 
gers could save the amount they pay for insur­ 
ance over what Wisconsin loggers pay they’d 
have a bigger profit than most of them now 
average on their wood production. 
* 
* 
* 
Togging conditions are comparable in North­ 
ern Wisconsin and Northern Michigan, but in 
Wisconsin loggers pay $9.80 per $100 of payroll 
for their insurance and in Michigan the amount 
is $27.24. Michigan has the highest loggers com­ 
pensation rate in the world. Minnesota also has 
a very’ high one — $22 per $100 of payroll. 
It is significant that Wisconsin has a log­ 
gers safety code like the one that the new’ ad­ 
visory’ committee will urge upon the Michigan 
Department of Labor. Michigan doesn’t have 
one; neither doe* Minnesota. 
Such a code could require the use of safe 
logging practices, canopies on tractors, hard hats 
and safety shoes, etc. 
The code alone won't reduce Michigan’s rate 
to the level of Wisconsin’s. There are other fac­ 
tors in the picture, like the degree of safe prac­ 
tices required bv insurance underwriters of their 
clients. The impression grows that we’re not 
getting a uniform service of insurance on log­ 
gers compensation from all underwriters in Mich­ 
igan ; that some insurance organizations do a 
good job of judging risks and trying to reduce 
them, and that others — including the state’s 
own insurance plan — contribute most of the 
claims to the state record and create this hor­ 
rendously high insurance charge. 
Efforts to inquire into the state’s insurance 
policy in this field have so far been unsatisfac­ 
tory' and frustrating. 
Organizations like the Advisory Committee 
on Logging and Upper Great Lakes Timber, Inc., 
should be able to chop through this underbrush 
of bureaucracy and learn w’hy we put one of our 
most important industries under such a handicap.

Dear Ann Landers: This is in 
response to your query about 
the possibility of LSD produc­ 
ing deformed babies. 
Several investigators have re­ 
ported such effects, for ex­ 
ample Dr. William F. Geber of

cology, 
Medical 
College 
of 
Georgia at Augusta. 
It is difficult to pin down the 
facts precisely and I regard the 
matter as still controversial in 
spite 
of 
the 
circumstantial 
evidence. 
There is, how'ever, one pos­ 
sible hazard of LSD which I 
would 
like 
to 
mention. We 
know humans can show long 
delayed reactions to doses of 
LSD. We must now learn to 
what 
extent LSD enters 
the 
fetus across the placental bar­ 
rier. So far as I know, there 
has been no investigation on 
this vital point. 
If Congress continues to slash 
the budgets for medical re­ 
search, we may never know the

MSU Trustee Deals Create Vote Issue

Bitter words and hints of 
financial wheeling and dealing 
in high public plates are be­ 
ginning 
to 
characterize 
one 
Michigan election contest. 
This close to Nov. 5, it might 
be expected. But all the shout­ 
ing this time is going on in the 
halls of state-supported higher 
education. 
Much to the embarrassment 
of some persons, the race to fill 
two open seats on the Michi­ 
gan State University Board of 
Trustees—normally a quiet, is­ 
sueless event—is dominated by 
a single question, which may 
or may not be resolved before 
the election. 
It is whether to fire, demote 
or retain MSU’s treasurer and 
vice-president for business and 
finance, Philip J. May. 
The 
longer that issue remains open, 
the more complicated things 
•re getting for the trustees. 
Last June Attorney General 
Frank J. Kelly cited May for 
having conflicts of interest in 
a multitude of private business 
deals, all somewhat related to 
his position as the university’s 
finance officer. 
Office Building Issue 
The conflicts centered around 
a $1.2 million office building 
May erected next to the MSU 
campus last year. He leased 44 
per cent of the space to Inter­ 
national 
Business 
Machines, 
Inc., which does a half million 
dollars in business each year 
with May’s employer, the uni­ 
versity. May previously recom­ 
mended on MSU’s computer 
purchases. 
May says he has divested 
himself of the conflicts, but he 
•till holds his $37,000-a-year 
position w'hile the board, bit­ 
terly and evenly divided, ar­ 
gues over what to do next. 
How the issue is resolved is 
considered vital to MSU’s pub­ 
lic relations by observers on 
both sides of the controversy. 
Students and faculty, 
always 
sensitive to any sign of hy­ 
poed cy in the administration, 
also are watching. 
And what is decided in East 
Lansing perhaps will set a pat­ 
tern for handling similar prob­ 
lems, if they arise, at Eastern 
—Central—Northern Michigan 
University 
and 
other 
state 
achoolj in the midst of rapid, 
costly growth. 
l l Years Service 
May, who has been Michi­ 
gan State’s top financial offi­ 
cer for ll years including the 
recent boom period, says be­ 
cause he has got rid of the 
cause he has gotten rid of the 
conflicts he should not be pen­ 
alized further. 
But some of the incumbent 
trustees and at least two can­ 
didates in the November elec­ 
tion say May’s past and con­ 
tinued presence are a threat to 
the university’s image. 
Even MSU President John 
M. Hannah, who has defended 
May’s performance as treasur­ 
er, has questioned his judg­ 
ment on his private matters 
and suggested May might be 
better suited to another posi­ 
tion at MSU. 
On Sept. 20, the eight-mem­ 
ber board of trustees 
split 
evenly on a motion to have 
May fired, and he kept his job 
due to the lack of a majority. 
Four Democrats voted to dis­ 
miss him: 
three Republicans 
and another Democrat voted 
for his retention. 
Some observers said the vote 
showed a clear partisan split. 
They then went on to call for 
election of Democratic candi­ 
dates in November to break the 
impasse. 
Not Simply Loyalty 
Others, noting the lone Dem­ 
ocrat voting with the GOP mi­ 
nority, said the vote, instead, 
was a confrontation of board 
members who are loyal to the 
administration 
of 
President 
Hannah and those who are not 
so loyal. 
Either 
analysis 
apparently 
la an aver-sim^lification. Ona 


of the GOP candidates. David 
Diehl of Dansville, 
indicated 
he might vote to fire or trans­ 
fer May, as the Democrat can­ 
didates have always said they 
will do. 
“This upset is causing many 
good faculty members to leave 
the university.” Diehl said. “I 
really feel something is going 
to happen before I am elected.” 
The other Republican candi­ 
date, 
Richard 
D. 
Ernst 
of 
Birmingham, said 
“The uni­ 
versity suffers when the public 
has doubts.” 
“It would be fair to say that 
if after a review of the in­ 
formation. it is showm that Mr. 
May 
(used his public office 
for private gain), it would be 
sufficient reason to move him 
to a position other than vice­ 
president for business and fi­ 
nance.” 
They’re For Ouster 
Democrats Warren Huff of 
Plymouth 
and 
Dr. 
Blanche 
Martin of East Lansing have 
persisted in strongly backing 
the efforts to remove 
May 
from office. “It is a question 
of integrity,” both Huff and 
Martin said. 
Despite the origin of the 
rift, it is the framework for 
the election of two new trus­ 
tees. 
Some persons consider this 
a tragic situation because who­ 
ever is elected wall be entrust­ 
ed to serve MSU for eight 
years and vote on many is­ 
sues, not just the one involv­ 
ing May. 
Other characters in the epi­ 
sode are two lame-duck Demo­ 
crat trustees—Connor D. Smith 
of Pinconning, who has been 
on the board for 13 years and 
who voted with the Republi­ 
cans to keep May, and C. Al­ 
len Harlan of Southfield, on 
the board for ll years 
and 
May’s personal enemy. 
Private Conflicts 
In the June 18 opinion from 
Kelley, May was cited as hav­ 
ing many intertwined private 
conflicts with his public duties 
during most of his career as fi­ 
nancial vice-president Kelley 
•aid May tvas in a position to 
be tempted to serve himself 
better than the public. 
What Kelley jokingly de­ 
scribed as 'May’s maze” in a 
recent conversation is briefly 
as follows: 
1. 
Substantial 
interest 
through, until recently, stock 
held by Mrs. May, in the Philip 
Jesse (May) Co., a firm which 
was formed solely to own the 
$1.2 
million 
office 
building 
constructed for May adjacent 
to the MSU campus. 
2. Leasing 44 per cent of 
the building to IBM, at an an­ 
nual rate of $48,800, about half 
of what would be needed to 
give May’s company complete 
ownership of the building in 
12 to 15 years. 
3. Negotiating and advis­ 
ing, as MSU’s business repre­ 
sentative, on the rental of IBM 
equipment for the university, 
which in 1967 amounted to 
$494,437 in business for the 
company. 
Loan To Director 
4 
While serving on the 
board of directors of the Mich­ 
igan National Bank, May se­ 
cured a $1.1 million construc­ 
tion mortgage from the bank 
to finance the building. 
The 
mortgage was obtained after 
May demonstrated IBM’s in­ 
tent to lease part of the build­ 
ing. Michigan National Bank 
is MSU’s chief depository and 
the university, through May, 
secures loans from the bank 
and sells bonds to the bank. 
5. Hiring Ralph Colder Sc 
Associates to design the build­ 
ing at a fixed fee of $20,000 
or about 2.5 per cent of the 
total construction cost. Calder 
already had designed $80 mil­ 
lion in construction at 
’SU 
over a IO year period at the 
prevailing rate of 5 per cent 
of costs. 
C. Hiring tinct; couiractoia, 
without advertising for bids to 
seek the lowest offer, to con­ 
struct the building. The con­ 


tractors all had 
done prior 
business for MSU amounting 
to nearly $10 million over IO 
years. 
May told a Panax reporter 
that IBM chose to locate near 
the campus because it was a 
“w’ell-traveled route,” not be­ 
cause MSU is a high-volume 
customer, 
nor 
because 
IBM 
previously rented from May in 
downtown Lansing. 
“People You Know” 
“You tend to go to the peo­ 
ple you know,” he said of his 
hiring architects and builders 
who also deal with MSU. 
In his opinion, Kelley said 
such 
possibly 
innocent 
but 
tempting situations are exactly 
what conflict-of-interest laws 
seek to prevent among public 
officials. 
Kelley noted the words of 
Chief Justice Earl Warren in 
a U. S. Supreme Court con­ 
flict case: 
“The moral principal upon 
which the statute is based has 
its foundation in the Biblical 
admonition that no man may 
serve two masters. Matt. 6:24, 
a maxim which is especially 
pertinent if one of the masters 
happens to be economic self­ 
interest.” 
“The obvious purpose of the 
statute,” Warren said, “is to 
insure honesty in the govern­ 
ment’s business dealings 
by 
preventing (state) agents who 
have interests adverse to those 
of the government from ad­ 
vancing their own interests at 
the expense of the public wel­ 
fa re ” 
“Political Football” 
May said his was a business­ 
like plan to make money out­ 
side his university job. It was 
no sin and even Kelley termed 
the matter a “close question,” 
May said. 
He said he is being used by 
archrival Harlan and others as 
a “political football.” 
“ I have heard a lot about due 
process,” he added, “but I have 
seen none of it. They have act­ 
ed as prosecution, judge and 
jury.” 
One MSU faculty member 
summarized the feeling of some 
of hts felk>ws and of May’s op­ 
ponent* on the board. 
“If he were a private busi­ 
nessman. Mr. May would have 
been congratulated. He tried to 
make money the way good busi­ 
nessmen do — by being on the 
inside. But the public trust was 
involved and he 
should 
have 
been satisfied with his $37,000 
salary or leave tor private busi­ 
ness.” 
Warren Huff, one of the Demo­ 
cratic candidates 
for 
trustee, 
said May exhibited “greed.” 
Cosy Deals? 
“They fired the president of 
Chrysler Corp., for doing much 
the same thing,” Huff added. 
“Our position as trustees is not 
that at lawyers but of service 
to the public.” 
Huff said a prospective ven­ 
dor seeking MSU business now 
must ask himself the question 
“ Do I have to make some kind 
of cozy deal with Mr. May?” 
Harlan has vowed to keep th# 
Issue of what to do with May be­ 
fore the board even after the 
election, if necessary, and af­ 
ter Jan. I, when he, Harlan, 
will leave. 
All of his and hts wife’s stock 
In the Philip Jesse Co., has been 
sold to a brother in South Da­ 
kota, May said, and sworn af­ 
fidavits have been filed with 
Kelley’s office to prove it. 
May also notes that he re­ 
signed ha? bank directorship in 
September, 1967, rn did many 
other state university trustees, 
regents 
and 
administrators 
throughout 
Michigan. 
T h a t 
shaxe - up followed another of 
Kelley's conflict opinions. 
“President Hannah and I al­ 
ways thought it was an advant­ 
age for me in handling the uni­ 
versity’s finances to sit on tha 
bank board,” May said, remem­ 
bering the oW days. 
Question Eliminated 
Hannah said any question of 
May’s role in deciding wheth­ 
er IBM camputer* will be used 
bg MSU has been eliminated. 


Henceforth, the university presi­ 
dent said, the dean of the school 
of engineering will make recom­ 
mendations on computers. 
Asked about May’s dealings 
with IBM since 1954 as its land­ 
lord in downtown Lansing, Han­ 
nah said he doesn’t remember 
any raised eyebrow's then. IBM 
had only a limited amount of 
business with the university and 
electronic computers were not 
used extensively, he explained. 
Hannah further stated that the 
200.000 square feet of property 
next to the campus which Mr. 
and Mrs. May bought in 1965 for 
$335,000 had been 
offered 
to 
MSU earlier, but had been turn­ 
ed down because of the high 
price asked. 
University Got Offer 
It was only after the univer­ 
sity had been offered the pro­ 
perty that May decided to buy 
it. Hannah added. 
Candidate Huff said Hannah’s 
knowledge over the years of 
May’s business dealings might 
be something for the board to 
examine after the election. 
Things are getting involved 
for the MSU trustees. Out of the 
May controversy have grown a 
series of requests and counter­ 
requests for investigations by 
Kelley of possible conflicts am­ 
ong other trustees. 
On Oct. 8, Democrat Trustee 
Don Stevens of Okemos asked 
Kelley to give an opinion on any 
conflict 
involving 
Republican 
Trustee Kenneth W. Thompson 
of Lansing, who thinks May is 
being victimized and who voted 
to keep him on the job. 
Thompson, a 
Michigan Bell 
Telephone Co., executive, was 
transferred a year 
ago 
from 
Birmingham to Lansing — and 
his office is one of those housed 
in the Philip Jesse Co.’s build­ 
ing next to the campus. 
Bell Does Business 
Stevens said Michigan Bell — 
which holds a franchise for ser­ 
vice in the Lansing area — does 
extensive business with the uni­ 
versity and therefore. Thomp­ 
son might have a conflict. 
Stevens, education director of 
the AFL-CIO, was called into 
question himself when 
Kelley 
was asked if Stevens was in con­ 
flict when he voted in favor of 
a resolution to require MSU to 
purchase printing services only 
from union shope. 
Kelley ruled that Stevens was 
not in conflict because he is an 
employe of the AFL-CIO and not 
a policy-making executive. 
And in August, Kelley was 
asked if Harlan was in a conflict 
of interest because of his asso­ 
ciation with Harlan Electric Co., 
which owns half the stock of 
Central Electric Co., which does 
business with MSU. 
Kelley ruled there was no con­ 
flict because Harlan 
resigned 
from Central’s board of direct­ 
ors before he was appointed a 
trustee in 1957, then resigned as 
president of Harlan Electric in 
1963, turning die job over to his 


seal, and divested af his Harlan 
stock in 1964. 
Bitter On Ruling 
May takes bitter exception to 
Kelley’s ruling on Harlan. 
Harlan was able to avoid con­ 
flict by turning stock and con­ 
trol of the companies over to 
his son, May contends. But May 
said because he and his wife 
have no children, they had to 
sell their stock to the brother 
in South Dakota. 
“If people don’t like my opin­ 
ions. they can take them before 
the Supreme Court,” Kelley said. 
Only one opinion has been tak­ 
en to the court, he added, and 
his ruling was upheld. 
Kelley looks with disfavor on 
Acts 317 and 318 which last year 
were passed by the State Legis­ 
lature and which Governor Rom­ 
ney allowed to become law with­ 
out his signature. The bills were 
the result of pa essure from bank­ 
ers and other interest* most ef­ 
fected by the conflict rulings, 
Kelley said, and they attempt to 
weaken anti-conflict provisions 
of the State Constitution of 1963 
“Ifs ironic that as soon as 
you try to administer the law, 
groups put on pressure to elim­ 
inate the statutes,” he added. “It 
seems to me that the Constitu­ 
tional Convention of 1963 was 
public interest oriented . . . 
We should not now make escape 
hatches.” 
Efforts Frustrating 
Kelley said he has been ac­ 
cused of being anti-business rn 
issuing the rulings. 
“I believe we should have 
more businessmen coming into 
government,” he said, “But they 
should be coming into govern­ 
ment with p abl ic 
service 
in 
mind.” 
Of the entire issue of ensur­ 
ing good judgment by preventing 
conflicts, Kelley said: “I think 
it is a noble concept and it will 
work.” 
But public officials will con­ 
tinue to run afoul of the con­ 
flict law if they try to walk tile 
fine line between public ser­ 
vice and self service, he added. 
Kelley’s office feels rather 
alone on the issue because of 
the political enemies it has pro- 
duced and the public it has fail­ 
ed to arouse from apathy. 
Public Apathetic 
“The public get’s more ex­ 
cited about a $12.40 overcharge 
on a Legislator’s expense ac­ 
count than a conflict of interest 
Involving perhaps thousands of 
dollars.” Leon S. Cohan, depu­ 
ty attorney general, said. 
May said Kelley is acting il­ 
legally. The Legislature’s new 
ruling would define MSU * trea­ 
surer as a “public servant,” not 
a “public official” May said, 
and he therefore should be free 
of any restraints under the con­ 
flict ruling. 
The new rulings came into ef­ 
fect after May’s transaetions, 
however. 
May said he has compiled as 
well as or better than other per­ 


sons cited by Kelley, and any 
dismissal or move to another 
position — as proposed by Presi­ 
dent Hannah — would be exces­ 
sive and “politically motivated.” 
Green Is Next 
“The attorney general him­ 
self said in his opinion that it 
was a close question and that I 
should not be penalized for a 
past conflict,” May said. 
But the movement to unseat 
May goes on. Martin, the Demo­ 
cratic candidate from East Lan­ 
sing, put it this way: 
“Mr. May did something which 
was only possible because of his 
position and something you or 
I couldn’t do. Maybe it wasn’t 
illegal, but ifs the moral as­ 
pect. The integrity of the uni­ 
versity is involved.”

Ohio contends the btmn- 
dary bears northeast 46 degrees 
from the end of the land boun­ 
dary. 
Key witnesses for the state 
will be Ralph Berry, psxrfessor 
of geodetic engineering at the 
University of Michigan, and Ro­ 
bert Ives, chief petroleum geo­ 
logist for the Michigan Conser­ 
vation Department. 
Nicholas Olds, assistant at­ 
torney general for the Conser­ 
vation Department, will be in 
charge of presenting the state’s 
case. More than 40 exhibits, in- 
cliiding maps and documents 
dating back to 1820, will be pre­ 
sented to bolster the Michigan 
claim. 
Kelley filed the suit on Nov. 
ti, 1906, asking for a settlement 
of the venerable land dispute.

Wallace Writes New 
Chapter In History 
Of U.S. 3rd Party

K EW YO RK 'A P i — Third 
parties 
in 
American 
politics 
have been like homely girls at a 
high school dance: they mostly 
fare badly but show up again 
and again and again. 
But George C. Wallace’s run 
for 
the White House on the 
American 
Independent 
party 
ticket may write a now and his­ 
torical chapter in political hand­ 
books, 
It may turn out to be the most 
successful 
third 
party 
effort 
ever. 
Only four times since Abra­ 
ham Lincoln was sworn as pres­ 
ident in 1860 have the third par­ 
tly candidates managed to carry 
•ny of the states rn the electoral 
college or win as much as IO per 
cant of the popular vote. 


GOP Split 


Only once ainee the Civil War 
—•and then under the unusual 
conditions of a Republican split 
in 1912—has the third party can­ 
didate placed second. 
That election saw two Repub­ 
lican presidents, incumbent W il­ 
liam H. Taft and his predeces­ 
sor, Theodore Roosevelt, 
bat­ 
tling each other, Taft on the Re­ 
publican ticket and Roosevelt as 
a Progressive—or Bull Moose.

LANSING (A P ' — Michigan’s 
Department of State reports it

says Secretary James Hare. 
But, Hare adds, “ there is no 
guarantee that these drivers are 
not operating vehicles illegal­ 
ly.” 
Hare hopes things will be dif­ 
ferent after Nov. 15, the effec­ 
tive date of a new state law 
which permits his department 
to impound the auto of a motor­ 
ist convicted of (hiving with a 
revoked or suspended license. 
“ I have high hopes that it will 
succeed where other measures 
havt failed,” Hare said. “ A per- 
»on can't drive if he doesn’t 
have a vehicle to drive in.” 


Tile split in the GOP easily gave 
the election to Democrat Wood- 
j row Wilson and the party’s fail­ 
ure to heal the wound by 1916 j 
may have contributed to W il­ 
son’s re-election. 
Taft finished third in 1912 with 
only eight electoral votes, while 
the man who captured the imag­ 
ination of the nation as the lead­ 
en' of the Rough Riders won 88 
electoral votes, the most a third 
party candidate has ever re­ 
ceived. 
Stayed In South 
Together, Roosevelt and Taft 
captured more than 50 per cent 
of the popular vote. 7 million 
compared with Wilson’s 6 m il­ 
lion. 
The second best performance 
I turned in by a third-party candi­ 
date since the Civil W ar was in , 
1948, a year that saw the birth 
of two new political parties: the 
Dixiecrats or State’s Rights par­ 
ty and Henry W allace’s Pro­ 
gressive Party. 


Strom Thurmond, then gover­ 
nor of South Carolina, won 39 
j electoral votes from five South­ 
ern 
states opposed to Harry 
Truman’s stand on civil rights. 
Thurmond’s party never seri­ 
ously took its campaign above 
the Mason-Dixon line. 
Henry Wallace's party soon 
had the left wing label around 
its neck and polled only about 2 
per cent of the votes cast. 
LaFollette Race 
In 1924, Wisconsin’s crusading 
Robert M. LaFollette captured 
13 electoral votes as a Progres­ 
sive and in 1892 Jam es B. Eav- 
er, running on the populist tick­ 
et, took 22 electoral votes. 
Other 
than 
those 
four 
in­ 
stances, third parties have not 
captured an electoral vote for 
over a century, despite repeated 
efforts of candidates such as So­ 
cialist 
Norman Thomas, 
w ho■ 
ran six times, and Socialist Eu- ; 
gene Debs, who was on the bal­ 
lot five times. 
Often the combined vote of all 
minor parties has fallen beneath 
5 per cent. In 1936, for example, 


candidates from five minor par­ 
ties—the Union, 
the Socialist, 
the Communist, the Prohibition, 
the 
Socialist 
Labor—received 
only 2.6 per cent of the popular 
vote. In 1940, four minor party 
candidates received a scant .5 
per cent, and in 1944, three can­ 
didates received .7 per cent.

Har Gobind Khorana 
Nobel Prize Awarded 
To Three Americans 


STOCKHOLM (AP> —Three 
American 
professors 
were 
awarded the 1968 Nobel Prize for 
physiology and medicine Wed­ 
nesday for their work in deciph­ 
ering the genetic code, popular­ 
ly known as a key to life to de­ 
termine how genes of a cell di­ 
rect a cell’s function. 
The joint winners are Robert 
Holley of Cornell University, 
Ithaca. N.Y., Har Gobind Khor­ 
ana of the University of Wiscon­ 
sin. Madison. Wis., and Mar­ 
shall Warren Nirenberg of the 
National 
Heart 
I n s t i t Ute, 
Bethesda, Md. 
Many scientists have worked 
on the problems for which the 
professors 
won 
the 
world's 
most coveted medical distinc­ 
tion. The three will share equal­ 
ly in the award, which has a 
record cash value this year of 
$70,000. 
Experts explained that the ef­ 
forts involved translation of the 
genetic code, a sequence of four 
nucleotides in nucleic acids, into 
the sequence of 20 amino acids 
in proteins. This could be com­ 
pared with the translation of a 
language containing four letters 
into another containing 20 let­ 
ters. 
The medical prize is one of 
five set up to be awarded an­ 
nually under the will of Alfred 


Nobel, the inventor of dynamite. 
Each will be worth $70,000 this 
year. 
The Nobel Peace Prize for 
1968 was awarded Oct. 9 to Prof. 
Rene Cassin of France, who 
heads the European Court of 
Human Rights. 
The literary laureate of the 
year is to be chosen here Thurs­ 
day. A German novelist, Guen- 
ter Grass, is considered among 
the top prospects. The remain­

chemistry, will be distributed 
Oct. 30 
The American scientists were 
singled out by the Swedish Roy­ 
al Caroline Institute of Medicine 
and Physiology. It said they had
